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Property Reappraisal — 


Contract Is 


All property in Coffee 
County will be reappraised, as 
the result of a statewide pro- 
perty reappraisal program dir- 
ected by State Legislative Act 
No. 160, approved by Governor 
Wallace on January 19, 1972. 

In compliance with this Act, 
the Coffee County governing bo- 
dy has sent invitations to bid 
to 12 prime property appraisal 
contractors approved by the St- 
ate Department of Revenue. Th- 
ese bids will be opened by the 
Coffee County Commission on 
Monday, February 26. 

Estimates on cost of this 
program to Coffee County vary 
from $250,000 to $500,000. This 
cost will be paid over a 5-year 
period by the Government units 
who receive the proceeds from 
property taxes; these include 
the State of Alabama, county, 
cities and schools within the 
county. It will be pro-rated 
according to the percentage of 
taxes received by each of these 
groups. 

This work is to be comple- 
ted by September 15, 1974. Pr- 
operty owners will have a ch- 
ance to accept the results of 
the reappraisal or to disagree. 

The State Department of 
Revenue, Tax Assessor, County 
governing body and County Bo- 
ard of Equalization all have a 
part to play in this undertaking. 

Purpose of this re-assess- 
ment program is to set up fair 
and equal appraisal of each par- 
cel of property at its current: 
market value, thereby assess- 
ing ad valorem taxes at a fair 
rate for all property owners.

Today (February 22) Elba 
City officials will meet with

CPA’s Warn Of Pitfalls In 
Deducting Business Costs 


This is a fifth of a series 
of articles prepared by the Ala- 
bama Society of Certified Pub- 
lic Accountants offering advice 
on filing 1972 Federal Income 
tax Returns. 

In computing income tax de- 
ductions one area in whichthere 
is widespread misunderstanding 
is unreimbursed business ex- 
penses, according to Alabama 
Society of Certified Public Ac- 
countants. 

Many taxpayers, say the CPAs 
overlook valid business dedue- 
tions entirely, while others have 
an exagerated idea of what is 
deductible It is not just bus- 
inessmen who are effected. 
People in almost every line of 
work can incur expenses sim- 
ply to hold their jobs. Among 
these are dues paid to a union 
or professional society, subsc- 
riptions to technical publicat- 
ions, tools, and uniforms or 
special work clothes worn only 
on the job. Such items are 
deductible. The costs of com- 
muting to and from the job are 
not. 

Educational or training cour- 
ses taken in order to stay ab- 
reast of recent developements 
in one’s line or to enhance 
skills may be deductible, but 
only if they are needed to retain 
present salary or employment 
Status. If the course prepares 
the individual for a new, diff- 
erent job it doesn’t qualify 

If the nature of one’s work 
requires an office or other work 
area in the home, a percentage 
of household maintenance costs 
and depreciation may be deduc- 
tible. The percentage is usu- 
ally bases on the ratio of floor 
space or number of rooms in 
the residence 

t 


this ratio applies only if 
the area is used exclusively 
for business. If the space 
is used for business only a 
part of the time, the deduction 
must be reduced accordingly. 

Deductions for business en- 
tertainment are closely watched 
by the Internal Revenue Service 
the CPA’s advise. Business 
lunches with customers or val- 
ubale contacts are not as likely 
to be questioned as are dinner 
parties, sports events, fishing 
trips and other forms of en- 
tertainment. If there is more 
than just a meal conversation 
it is necessary that business 
be discussed before, during, 
or after the entertainment. The 
presence at such affairs ofnon- 
business friends other than 
wives increases the likelihood 
that the deduction will be ques- 
tioned. 

If a taxpayer plans a deduc- 
tion for a trip that was partly 
for business and partly for pl- 
easure, he must be ready to 
prove that it was not just a va- 
cation in disguise Evidence 
of attendance at meetings or 
convention sessions or of calls 
on business contacts must show 
that most of the time was spent 
on such activities and not on 
golf and sightseeing 

All personal deductions for 
unreimbursed business expen- 
ses are likely to be questioned 
or disallowed if the taxpayer 
to @ principal ih 4 close] 
heid bussiness firm.

According to available sta- 
tistics there has been a steady 
decline in church attendance 
over the past ten years.

Supreme Court’s Death Penalty Decision\ * 


Is Heavy 


Late last year we vumueu 
States Supreme Court, ina 5 to 
4 decision, struck down the dea- 
th penalty in all Federal and 
State courts because it felt that 
this penalty had not been uni- 
formly and evenhandedly app - 
lied. Therefore, the Supreme 
Court said, application of the 
death penalty represents an un- 
constitutional violation of the 
Eighth Amendment ban on cruel 
and unusual punishinent. 

As a result of the Court’s 
action, every prisoner on death 
row anywhere in the country 
had his sentence commuted. 

All history teaches us that 
a civilized society pre-supposes 
peace and good order, and that 
government is responsible for 
insuring that each citizen is 
able to live a productive, moral 
and social life as a respected 
human being. 

But during recent years we 
have seen the scales of justice 
tipped far away from the best 
interest and the full protection 
of society and in favor of ex- 
treme solicitude for those accu- 
sed of crimes against their fel- 
low men and against society. 

However, in its decision a- 
gainst the death penalty, the Su- 
preme Court did leave the door 
open for new legislation by the 
States and by Congress restor- 
ing capital punishment with 
clear-cut standards for unifor- 
mity. 

A 1966 pol! showed that only 
42 percent of Americans ques- 
tioned favored the death pen- 
alty. But in a more recent 
national poll, 57 percent of those 
questioned favored capital pun- 
ishment in murder convictions. 
This is the highest level in 
more than 20vears. This change 
Its come pattialiy asa result 
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ul a series of crimes that jol- 
ted the public, such as the sni- 
per slaying of 14 persons in 
Texas, the ambush slayings of 
law enforcement officers, as- 
Sassinations and attempted as- 
Sassinations of national lea- 
ders, airplane hijackings and 
bombings of public buildings. 
The senseless and brutal attack 
on Senator John Stennis is a 
more recent example of crimes 
which have shocked and alarmed 
the American people. 

1 am in favor of doing every- 
thing we possibly canto remove 
the causes of crime and to re- 
duce the opportunities for the 
commission of crime. I am in 
favor “i beefing up our police 
forces. I am in favor of ad- 
ditional street lighting. But I 
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think that until we get down to 
the inevitable fact that the cri- 
minal must himself be made to 
realize that he is going to be 
punished severely and promptly 
for the commission of crimes, 
we are never going todoagreat 
deal about this problem. 

So my full support is behind 
these moves to reinstate the 


death penalty for cold-blooded,- 


premeditated, federal crimes, 
and it is my hope that more 
State legislatures will re-im- 
pose the death penalty for major 
crimes in their jurisdictions. 

Though I am as compas- 
sionate as the next one, it is 
my feeling that the death pen- 
alty is necessary as a dete 
rent against the continuing rise 
in violent and heartless crimes.

ELBA HAS CHANGED SINCE YOUR LAST TRIP HOME, 


Captain Ringsdorf, there have been a lot of changes in 
Elba since you were here in the summer of 1965! Some of 
the men have lost hair as you have while others found a sales- 
man to replace the lost locks. Most of the women have lost 
a little more weight and you will find them to be even pret- 
tier in spite of the added years. Quite a number of the “lit- 
tle brats” are now grown adults doing their part to turn the 
gears of everyday business in America. 


To those of us living here, Elba doesn’t seem to change 
much but in trying to look at your old hometown through your 
eyes, we find many changes . . . this is a quick rundown of 
those changes 


Just after you left Elba the last time, a new elementary 
school was built. It is located just inside the levee on the 
Troy Highway. Since that time a new middle school, voca- 
tional school and gymnasium have been completed. The foot- 
ball field has new seats on the home side and a new press box 
The entire Elba school system is integrated and the old Mul- 
berry School is used for “preschoole‘children” or kinder- 
garten. Oh yes, the new gym was built to replace one burned 
in July, 1967. 


Drexel Cook built a Chevrolet dealership at the “Y” on 
the Troy Highway. Later a complete shopping center open- 
ed on the urban renewal property in the “Y”. It now in- 
cludes, in addition to the Standard Service Station there when 
you left, a Big Bear Grocery Store, Bill's Dollar Store, 
Dairy Queen and Southeast Alabama Gas 


The Elba General Hospital was expanded while you were 
gone but prior to the expansion (1967) a nursing home was 
built adjoining the hospital. Dr. Donald Crook built a new 
office. across from Dr. Cooper's office, and just last Fall 
a new drug store was opened on the opposite corner. Dr. 
Crook was joined in his medical practice in December 1972 
by Dr. Stephen Kim. Upstairs in your family home Dr. Jerry 
Paulk has taken over the offices used by your father until he 
retired. 


Looking down the street from your house, Mr. Fulton 
Clark has set up a trailer and sells bricks as Clark Brick 
Company. Just across the street from him is Gunter Dunn 
Furniture where the Hamm home stood. Down the street 
towards town you will find Rick’s Hamburgers, where Mr. 
Clark had his service station. 


Going out toward Dorsey Trailers Elba Motor Company 
is selling used cars on the right, just behind the Clark home. 
Dorsey has added to their building by moving some houses on 
Hickman Avenue and also “up on the hill” near the stock- 
yards. Just past the stockyards on the Curtis cut-off “Kl- 
einert’s” of New York has a large plant working about 600 
men and women. Behind that is the new building of Hick- 
man Moving and Storage, built in 1967. 


We missed some changes on Highway 84 so we’ll jump 
back to them. Charles Lindsey is operating a mobile home 
sales and trailer park on the left where the Sawyer Candy 
Company building stood. It burned and the company moved 
further back and remodeled the large building in the back 
and continued in business. Henry Dorsey has opened a used 
trailer sales office nearby also. 

If you drive down the Kinston Highway, you will see many 
new brick homes. Turn on the Packing House road and you 
will soon see the large building materials warehouse of Pope 
Brothers. The Elba Packing Company continues to expand 
but remains in the same place. 

After coming back to town you will notice a Jr. Food 
Store near Williams Texaco. Another is located on North 
Claxton next to State Farm Insurance and Zack’s Barber 
Shop. Just behind those you will find Elba Paint and Body 
Shop, operated by Retired Air Force pilot Douglas Easters, 
who is also our Coffee County State representative. 

In the downtown area, Lowrey’s Cleaners is across from 
the Clipper office. Elba Propane Gas has built new offices 
behind the Piggly Wiggly and Hugh Davis has one of his two 
coin-op laundries there. The other is next to the Reese St- 
reet Jr. Food Store. 


Going further up Buford Street from the Clipper office, 
the Western Auto has expanded and added furniture. James 
Ross Poole has opened a repair service next to Elba Small 
Motors and Mr. and Mrs. Wilson Dyess operate a cloth shop 
nearby. Taylor Parts of Andalusia opened a branch in the 
post office building when the post office moved to new and 
larger quarters in 1966. They are now across from the motel. 


Turning off Buford Street towards the City Hall you will 
see the Bar-K Western Shop. Charles Kennett sells western 
wear and does commercial printing. On the square are a num- 
ber of changes. Skinner Furniture chain purchased the Wise 
Furniture Store, Lee Discount is next to them. Whitman 
Drug Company purchased the two buildings on the next cor- 
Ner and built a large new store. Mary’s Style Shoppe ex- 
panded and took in the old Whitman Building. King Office 
Supply and King Real Estate are located in the old Exchange 
building. Scott’s Shoe Store and Plant Appliance are in the 
old‘theatre building. Kelley’s clothing store is in the old Fed- 
erated Store building. Vaughan and Company is out of busi- 
ness and Glen Vaughan is the Sears Catalog merchant in that 
location. Elba Sound Center is next, selling tape players and 
doing TV repair. National Developers, home builders, are 
located in the building formerly occupied by the Gas Company. 
Hayes Hardware was sold in January to Bill Daughtry who has 
taken half the space and opened a Bridal and Ladies Fashion 
Shop. The hardware is now Elba Hardware. His flower shop 
is next, having moved from the old location. Next to the 
bank is Harrison Fabric Shop in the location formerly occu- 
pied by Murphree Furniture Company. Murphree sold out to 
Gunder Dunn and they built their new building in early 1972. 


A trip up Brunson Hill will find Hayes Funeral Home, 
built in 1969. It is located in the old “clay pit area”. 

We wander around and find some more changes. Zeb’s 
Cake House is downtown and selling fresh baked goodies. 
General Telephone hasn’t moved but has completely remod- 
eled their office inside and outside. Garth Lindsey built a 
new law office across from the Methodist Church educa- 
tion building.He took in a partner recently - Robinson is 
his name. Also new in Elba since you were here is Attor- 
ney Terry Butts. He is in practice by himself and is the 
City Judge. | : 

Over in New Town Nasco Equipment Company is build- 
ing fork lifts in a new building they constructed. 

If you drive to Elba by way of Troy, you will pass Lowery’s 
Restaurant, a crackerjack and very popular place to get some 
home-grown catfish. 

As we said, not much has changed in Elba - it is stil] home! 
Welcome!

MISTLETOE 

Mrs. Don Martin of Route 
One, Enterprise, has a mistle- 
toe problem. Other people in 
the county also have this same 
problem whether they know it 
or not. Mrs. Martin has two 
giant oak trees on her property 
that are rather severely in- 
fested with mistletoe. Mistle- 
toe is a parasite and gets its 
nutrients from the tree itself. 
This, of course, weakens the 
tree and in time I am sure 
would kill the tree. 

I noticed that some of the 
trees at the Mt. Pleasant Bap- 


tist Church are also infested - 


with mistletoe. In fact, since 
this problem was brought to my 
attention, I have noticed that 
a lot of trees have bunches of 
mistletoe in them. 

I wrote to Dr. Earl Burns, 


weed specialist at Auburn, for 
his recommendations on con- 
trolling this parasite in trees, 
Unfortunately, he could not help 
much, The herbicides ‘that will 
kill mistletoe also have a ten- 
dency to kill the tree and other 
plants in the surrounding area 
Research is continuing on ways 
to control mistletoe, 
thing is developed, I will pass 
it along. If someone knows of 
a good way to control it, let 
me hear from you,
